Precincts in Bristol Township, 
Chalfont Borough and Rockhill 
Township have proved

vote. They’re expected to tell 
early on Nov. 3 whether Bucks 
County will go for Coldwater or 
Johnson. Chalfont and Rockhill 


are in Upper Bucks. 


Last night I made a random 
canvass of the Bristol Township 
bellwether precinct — the third

Larger Sampling 


Of those polled. 94 turned out 
to be registered 
voters. 
This 
represents 12 per cent of the 
precinct’s 782 registered voters 
and is a much larger sampling 
than usually taken in polls.

polled saying they haven’t yet 
made up their minds. One gave 
the nod to Johnson. No inde­ 
pendents supported Coldwater.

In 1956, Dwight D. Eisenhow­

Kennedy — Nixon Vote 


The GOF registration swelled 
to 434 in the 1960 presidential 
election. But Richard M. Nixon 
drew only 348 votes. 


John F. Kennedy, 
however, 
drew 395 votes in the third pre­ 
cinct. There were only 387 reg­ 
istered Democrats at the time, 
indicating that Kennedy drew 
votes from registered Republi­ 
cans. 


There are 782 voters in the 
third precinct eligible for the 
Nov. 3 election. Of this total 
there are 425 Democrats, 322 Re­ 
publicans, 23 No Party and 12 
Independents.

Deficit For Free Care 


The Lower Bucks County Hos­ 
pital has a $113,988.91 free care 
deficit for last year that must be 
absorbed by the hospital. 


Mrs. Mary T. Ancker, admin­ 
istrator, announced today that 
the total amount of free care 
rendered by Lower Bucks Coun­ 
ty Hospital from July I, 1963 to 
June 30, 1964 totaled $297,184.46. 
Contributed toward this amount 
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for the fiscal year was $40,000 
by the United Services Federa­ 
tion (United Fund), $31,030 by 
Pennsylvania 
State 
Aid 
and 
$30,000 
by 
the 
Bucks County 
Commissioners.
